Waterlands 
Ruled Out as 
Swim Pool Site 


The search for an alternate 
swimming pool site is on again. 

Holding location of a pro¬ 
posed municipal pool in City 
park in abeyance for many 
weeks, the City council has 
been investigating possibilities 
of constructing a plunge on 
two acres of City waterland 
property. This has been ruled 
out—firmly. 

Councilman Harold F. Rob¬ 
erts, water department chair¬ 
man, reported to the council 
that the recently obtained re¬ 
port from a consulting engineer 
on the entire water situation 
in Sierra Madre together with 
advice of Paul Baumann, as¬ 
sistant engineer of the Los An¬ 
geles Control district, positively 
precludes use of existing water- 
land for any use other than 
water development. 

No Encroachment 

“Consequently,” he said, “My 
report to this body is that we 
must not countenance any en¬ 
croachment on our water prop¬ 
erty . . . and must be prepared 
to protect our present and fu¬ 
ture water rights. At any time 
we may be called upon to ac¬ 
cept 25 cu. ft. per second of 
water from Big Santa Anita 
Dam, possibly in a continuous 
flow, in addition to 8 cu. ft. per 
second run-off from our streets. 
The capacity of our water ba¬ 
sins has never been estab¬ 
lished.”

Broken home conditions con¬ 
tinue to be high among the 
factors contributing to juvenile 
delinquency, members of the 
Kiwanis club were told by a 
speaker at their lunchen meet¬ 
ing Tuesday. Leo D. Haskell, 
senior deputy probation officer 
of the county juvenile depart¬ 
ment also noted that racial and 
religious differences are not of 
such paramount importance. 

Children from broken homes 
and poor and crowded home 
surroundings seek " relief in 
often serious escapades, he 
said, mentioning that adults 
set temptation in their way by 
leaving cars unlocked. Un¬ 
scrupulous used car and junk 
dealers also contribute. 

While diagnosis of these 
cases nowadays is of high 
standard, the speaker said, 
modern treatment clinics are 
inadequate. The speaker was 
presented by Larry C. Lomax.

Sacramento—Gross revenues 
derived from the 6-cent state 
tax on August distributions of 
372,183,488 gallons of gasoline 
and other high-test motor fuel 
in California amounted to $22,- 
287,164, according to the State 
Board of Equalization.
